posts. 
The Telegraph reported the possible conflict of inter­ 
est on Friday and on that day Mrs. Willard told The Tele­ 
graph before she ran for the post of the Dixon board she 
checked the possibility of a conflict of interest and law­ 
yers for the Illinois Education Association ruled there was 
no conflict. 
Today, in wake of Ward’s action, she said neither she 
nor her husband will resign. 
Ward said, “There is a strong possibility if this con­ 
flict were to continue indefinitely, any action taken by this 
school board would be null and void. 
“ Thus, when the school board would determine its 
budget for the next fiscal year, a taxpayer suit could pre­ 
vent Lee County from assessing taxes to meet the budg­ 
et.” 
Ward contends there is a “ substantial” conflict of in­ 
terest in Mrs Willard’s case because she would be called 
upon in several instances to vote on issued which would 
affect the welfare of teachers and since her husband is a 
faculty member, the effect would be her acting in interest 
of her own family. 
He noted some areas in which conflict can be demon­ 
strated are teachers' salaries, fringe benefits for em­ 
ployes. insurance, working hours and sick time for faculty 
members and the possibility of a grievance filed by her 
husband. 
Ward said. “ I am quite sure the board member acted 
in good faith. I find no fraudulent intent manifested in this 
case.” 
Ward suggested the school board consult with attor­ 
neys concerning replacing Mrs. Willard. 
Frank Baracam was the third-place running candi- 


date in the election in which Mrs. Willard won her seat. 
Her total was 612 votes and Baracani received 518 tal 
lies. 


Cole proposes gifted 
children center at SVC

Establishment of a regional 
center for gifted children at 
Sauk Valley College was pro 
posed Monday by Dr George E 
Cole, college president. 
Dr Cole received the college 
board’s approval to proceed 
with setting up plans for the 
center which would serve a 
nine-county area in Northern 
Illinois. Cole said a grant of 
from $60.000 to $80,000 would be 
given to Sauk to finance addi­ 
tional staff and clerical help to 
administer the program. 
The college president said he 
was approached on the matter 
by Mrs Carole Franks, a rep­ 
resentative of the Office of Su­ 
perintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion. 
Under terms of the OSP1 pro­ 
gram, Sauk would provide the 
office space and the state office 
would fund the gifted and tal­ 
ented youth center. 
Final approval rests with the 
board 
Cole said similar centers are 
located at Illinois Central Com­ 
munity College, McHenry Com­ 
munity College and John Logan 
Community College 
The program is aimed at 
identifying the gifted student at 
a pre-school age and offering 
various curriculum courses for 
the student and counseling for 
their parents. 
Cole proposed a list of promo­ 
tions for 11 instructors and ex­ 
tra increments for three others 
totaling $7,875. Board chairman 
Ronald Coplan. Sterling 
got 
approval on his motion to hold 
off a decision until salary nego­ 
tiations are completed The in­ 
creases proposed by Cole rep­ 
resent “ less than one per cent 
of the total faculty pay pack­ 
age,” Coplan noted 
Other personnel matters add­ 
ed to a lengthy session which 
adjourned shortly after 11 p.m. 
The appointment of James Bar- 


ber as full-time director of 
Community Services was ap­ 
proved along with a converted 
12-month contract. Barb er’s 
salary was not set pending the 
outcome of negotiations. 
The addition of a full-time 
secretary to assist in the Com­ 
munity Services program was 
approved. 
Also given approval was the 
continuance of Michael J. Mey­ 
er as half-time research coordi­ 
nator and half-time instructor 
in the Human Services area. 
Decisions on other recommen­ 
dations made by Cole in the in­ 
dustrial-technical area, public 
services area, veterans affairs 
and business division were de­ 
ferred until the outcome of ne­ 
gotiations with the Faculty As­ 
sociation. 
Cole additionally got author­ 
ity to replace Mrs. Harry L. 
Wright, Sterling, an instructor 
in the Nursing Division, who 
submitted her resignation to 
the board Monday. 
In a related personnel mat­ 
ter. the American Arbitration 
Association denied a grievance 
brought by Mohan Malhotra, 
Dixon, who had sought a re­ 
vised placement on the salary 
schedule. Malhotra, an assis­ 
tant professor, had claimed the 
college did not credit him with 
the correct number of years 
professional experience. 
A cooperative agreement be­ 
tween Blackhawk Community 
College and Sauk 
was 
ap­ 
proved. Under terms of the 
agreement both colleges agree 
to allow students to continue 
their graduate work at their re­ 
spective colleges The situation 
arose, according to Cole, with 
recent 
annexations 
to Sauk 
which brought parts of the 
Blackhawk District into Sauk 
territory. A similar agreement 
was reached earlier between 
Sauk and Highland Community 
College, Freeport 


The board authorized Cole’s 
office to “ further investigate” 
the possibility of leasing kitch­ 
en facilities to Sterling and 
Rock Falls High Schools. 
leasing of the college facility 
was brought to light in a meet­ 
ing with Cole, a representative 
of the Office of Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, Dr. Rob­ 
ert Boggs, Sterling Superinten­ 
dent and Frank Dagne, Rock 
Falls superintendent. 
The facility, located in the 
lower level of the college, would 
be utilized as a preparation 
center for hot food service to 
both school districts. The 
equipment is geared to use in a 
large facility and, to date, has 
not been utilized Cole warned 
that if its non-use continues the 
state may remove the equip­ 
ment. 
Approval was given to seek 
bids on a food services contract 
for the college which, Cole said, 
“ may be workable with the 
Sterling Rock Falls agree­ 
ment.” Both items were left 
with Cole to study and make a 
recommendation at the June 
board meeting 
The board agreed to retain 
Robert Castendyck, Sterling, as 
legal counsel at a rate of $75 per 
meeting and $40 per hour for 
college related work performed 
away from the campus. Casten­ 
dyck. a member of the law firm 
of Ward, Ward, Castendyck, 
Murray and Pace has been rep­ 
resenting the college since its 
origination in 1964 
Eighty-one applications were 
received for replacement of E l­ 
mer Rice, dean of Career Edu­ 
cation. Rice, who has been with 
the college since 1967, submit­ 
ted his resignation effective 
with the Fall semester. The list 
was narrowed to five by a 
screening committee using a 
rating system The decision to 
select one of the five was left 
with Cole.

No one can fault Warren Walder for feeling he will go 
dowTi in history as “ Dixon’s rain mayor.” 
They talk about 100-year rainstorms," he said at 
Monday night’s City Council meeting at City Hall, “ so I 
figure I ’m 300 years old. We’ve had three of them in the 
past three years. 
“ I want to commend about 90 per cent of those who 
called me about Thursday's flooding problem. They were 
understanding and I pledge to do anything possible to per­ 
manently solve the problem.” 
With that the mayor called for comments from those 
who had assembled in the council chambers to air their 
complaints about flooding during the near five-inch de­ 
luge which hit Dixon Thursday night. 
Mrs. Dennis Tumbleson, 1204 Fargo Ave., rose to an­ 
grily deseribe the events at her house during the rain­ 
storm. 
“ My 9-year-old son was nearly hysterical as the water 
got to within one foot of his bedroom w indow ” she said “ I 
was almost swept away when I tried to move our car. I 
had to hang on to tree limbs and bushes. I had a living 
room filled with water. Rats were swimming in the flood- 
waters trying to get into my house.” 
Her tone hardened noticeably as she snarled “ I hear 
.you talking about $225,000 for work on the south bank of 
the river. You don’t have to live with this situation. You 
must do something about the problem. We pay high taxes 
and then every year are faced with a house full of dirty 
filthy, rotten water.” 
Street Commissioner James G Burke, who managed 
to be sitting in the hot seat during most of the discussion of 
the flood problems, answered Mrs. Tumbleson’s charge: 
“ There is no way this council is going to spend $225 (KM) 
on nverbank repairs. That is just a proposal bv the engi­ 
neering firm. 
‘I totally agree with you on the seriousness of the 
problem, he continued. “ The implement company being 
built out by the tollw'ay, the tollway itself, the industrial 
park and the mobile home park are all contributors to the 
problem 
Most of the water from these areas drains 
through the ditch along Fargo Avenue. There was a lot of 
damage to cars and walls. We’ve investigated and found 
there is little chance for aid in damage to property The 
area would have to be made a disaster area before there 
could be some help, and 1 doubt it will be ruled a disaster 
area.” 
Then Burke got into possible solutions. “ In 1964, Rock­ 
ford passed a $4 million bond issue and poured cement 
along all such ditches on that city’s southwest side. A 
rough estimate of the cost of such a project on the south 
side of Dixon is $1 million. We could propose a general 
bond issue, but I doubt that it would pass. The only way 
possible for us to handle it would be through a combina­ 
tion of motor fuel tax funds, revenue sharing funds, public 
benefit funds and special assessment.” 


Mention of special assessment stirred more protest 
among the audience. 
Orville Webb, 1206 Fargo Ave., said he didn’t feel spe- 
( ial assessment should be used. “ In 18 years there’s never 
been anything like this,” he commented. “ A wall of water 
four houses wide rolled down through there. That ditch 
won t handle a one- or two-inch rain. Something big is go­ 
ing to have to be put in there. Why should it be up to indi­ 
viduals to do something that will be beneficial to the entire 
city. 1 he problem should have been solved years ago, with 
all these developments with no storm sewers.” 
Webb further alleged there was seepage from Dixon’s 
old landfill running in the ditch 
Burke said he'd heard the report of seepage but the 
high water had prevented an investigation of it. 
Mrs. Carol Zeidler, 1105 Henderson, said she had 
pointed out the problem to past mayor George Lindquist.

It took some clarification on 
the part of some of the mem­ 
bers of the council, but when 
the mayor tallied up his score­ 
card he found two leaning to­ 
ward the plan, one definitely 
against and another “ on the 
fence.” 
The mayor prefaced his poll 
of the council with the terms of 
an agreement, hammered out 
in three meetings with the 
Building Committee of the Lee 
County Board, 
The underground structure 
would include 2,000 square feet 
of space for county use, in addi­ 
tion to shared rest rooms, coun­ 
cil room and hall space. 
In addition, the city would 
widen East Second Street to ac­ 
commodate the parking of 10 
cars and widen Ottawa Avenue 
to provide parking for 35 addi 
tional cars 
The county would pay 25 per 
cent of maintenance and utility 
bills. 
The mayor put the cost of the 
courthouse site at $430,000 The 
alternate site on Hennepin Ave­ 
nue would cost $400.000 
Lining up on the positive side 
of the issue were James G. 
Burke and James Dishman 
“ I can see the advantages in 
the spirit of cooperation," said 
Burke. 
“ Saving on 
mainte­ 
nance and utility costs over a 
20-year period will more than 
make up the difference 
My 
first preference has always 
been on Hennepin Avenue, but I 
wouldn’t 
oppose 
the 
under­ 
ground site ” 
Dishman stated the county 
was “ getting a good deal I like 
the idea of the cooperation and 1 
like the design. I think it will be 
a good investment ” 
Walter lathse admitted he 
was on the fence “ I lean to­ 
ward every avenue of coopera­ 
tion,” he commented, “ but I’m 
surprised the plan got no better 
support than the 15-12 margin it 
got from the board It’s a ques­

For 
Lohse’s 
benefit the 
mayor listed the gain which will 
be realized by the county. The 
2,000 feet additional space will 
cost $60,000. With the added 
parking, the mayor figured a 
total of $130,000. The additional 
cost over 
Hennepin Avenue 
would be only $30,000. 
Walder went on to say the 
Building Committee feels it has 


16 solid votes for the proposal. 
Lohse said he hoped any 
board members who had any 
doubts would vote no. “ I would­ 
n't want them to second-guess 
us.” 
Athur Tofte stated simply? 
“ I ’m opposed to the plan. We’re 
giving everything and they’re 
giving nothing.” 
The mayor expressed his en­

First off, we know from the Pres­ 
ident and his aides that qu ite a few 
telephones arou nd the premises are 
not ev en hooked into the tape sy s­ 
tem. Long ago we were told that Mr. 
Nix on took an important telephone 
call from former Attorney General 
John Mitchell Ju ne 20, 19 72, right af­ 
ter the W atergate break-in, on an in­ 
stru ment in a hallway w hich was not 
tied in. 
After that we ran into a rash of 
other difficu lties. 
Some tapes 
seemed to be missing altogether. 
They way some of them ev idently 
were labeled and stored wou ld hard­ 
ly match the efforts of an early 20th- 
centu ry grocer try ing to keep track 
of his sacks of rock candy . 
Time after time, as we hav e it, 
the tape ran ou t right in the middle 
of conv ersations. And then there was 
that my steriou s hu m which wiped 
ou t 18» ¿ minu tes of chat on Ju ne 20, 
starting ju st abou t at the moment 
when key aide H. R. (Bob) Halde- 
man joined a Watergate discu ssion. 
Now we hav e a massiv e load of 
more than 1,200 pages of edited tape 
transcripts cov ering some 33 hou rs 
of discu ssions inv olv ing the Presi­ 
dent, his former cou nsel John Dean, 
Haldeman and top aide John Ehr- 
lichman. 
Forget the deleted ex pletiv es and 
the passages ex pu rgated as presu m ­ 
ably irrelev ant to Watergate. Those 
things are still on the tapes them ­ 
selv es, av ailable for the writing of 
history . Some of the ex pletiv es 
might make print, since most presi­ 
dents appear to treasu re a self-im­ 
age of “ earthiness.” 
The big thing is all those “ u nin- 
telligibles" and “ inau dibles” sprin­ 
kled 
throu ghou t 
the 
transcripts. 
Some enterprising reporter cou nted 
them, and got a total of arou nd 1,6 70 


su ch “ passages" in the two categor­ 
ies. 
Most significant, TWO-THIRDS 
of the u nintelligible or inau dible no­ 
tations were ascribed to rem arks by 
Mr. Nix on himself. Often these nota­ 
tions tu rned u p two or three times in 
a single comment from him. 
Sometimes, nothing he said was 
recorded. The transcript, taking the 
dialogu e on a particu lar day in its 
presu med chronological sequ ence, 
simply records: 
“ P (for President)— Unintelligi­ 
ble.” 
As if all this were not enou gh, Mr. 
Nix on's attorney , J. Fred Bu zhardt 
Jr., told a national telev ision au ­ 
dience on May 12 that there’s a little 
room off the President’s Ov al Office, 
and that when a giv en meeting is 
winding u p, the participants, still 
talking, sometimes drift toward it 
and ev en into it before all pertinent 
conv ersation ends. As they drift, 
natu rally , they mov eou t of “earshot” 
of the tape recording sy stem. 
In the froth and fu ming since the 
transcripts hit the light, the White 
Hou se more than once has made a 
big point of the fact they represent a 
paltry 33 hou rs ou t of thou sands and 
thou sands of hou rs of presidential 
conv ersations abou t major world 
and national issu es. (The docu ments 
are also a m ere fraction of the 
cou ntless hou rs of talk on Water­ 
gate.) 
With 1,6 70 u nintelligibles and in­ 
au dibles in these transcripts cov er­ 
ing so limited a span, do we hav e a 
right to infer that whatev er record­ 
ings may ex ist of these other presi­ 
dential ex changes—inclu ding some 
v ital to his own concept of what is 
cru cial to his story , his international 
achiev ements—are likewise flawed 
by gross omissions? 
Some history ! We know from 
pu blic statement, of cou rse, that Mr. 
Nix on jotted notes and set down his 
recollections of a lot of things not 
otherwise recorded 
Nev ertheless, 
we hav e to gu ess, not u nfairly , that 
the gaps in his calcu lated treasu re 
store of personal history mu st be 
hu ge.

Day was a national holiday celebrat­ 
ed on May 30. 
After 
108 
y ears, 
C ongress 
changed the day of the com m em ora­ 
tion from the 30th to the fou rth Mon­ 
day in May , along w ith shifting some 
other holiday s. 


One of the pu rposes was to giv e 
one of the great majorities in this 
nation, those who work for someone 
else, a chance to hav e more three- 
day weekends. 
Prev iou s to this time, ev ery sev ­ 
en y ears when the calendar mov ed a 
day on which a holiday is to be ob­ 
serv ed on Satu rday or Monday , the 
work-a-day world got a three-day 
weekend. 


Under the switch, fou r holiday s 
were pegged on Monday for their ob­ 
serv ation. 
Well, we got two Monday Memo­ 
rial Day s before 125 General Assem­ 
bly men sponsored a bill to mov e it 
back to May 30. 


With that many sponsors, it hard­ 
ly needed a v ote and after sailing 
throu gh legislativ e halls, Gov . Walk­ 
er signed the measu re which pro­ 
claims Memorial Day in Illinois 
shall be observ ed on May 30. 
Practically all commercial es­ 
tablishments are going along with 
the 30th, as are the commu nity ’s fi­ 
nancial institu tions. 


The city ’s financial institu tions 
which are organized u nder national 
charters had to get permission to 
close on the 30th, rather than on 
Monday . 
One fou nd the Chicago Federal 
Reserv e Bank had planned to go 
along with Illinois' May 30 com me­ 
moration, bu t fou nd it was the only 
federal reserv e bank in the cou ntry 
not closing on Monday . 


The resu lt: The Chicago Fed will 
close Monday . 
C ity Hall and the Cou rthou se will 
be closed on the 30th, and the kids 
will get a day off from school on that 
Thu rsday . 
Most of the commu nity will fu nc­ 
tion as u su al bu t on May 27, the Dix ­ 
on Post Office, a federal agency , will 
observ e Memorial Day and be on a 
Su nday schedu le. 


As a m atter of fact, whether one 
works for a state or federal agency 
determines when the indiv idu al will 
get a day off. 
The federal boy s are not abou t to 
let the Illinois Legislatu re determine 
when the holiday shall be observ ed, 
after all it was institu ted by Con­ 
gress and Congress shou ld be able to 
change the commemoration. 


On the other hand, hav ing seized 
the bit in its own teeth, Illinois is not 
abou t to let any state-ru n operations 
stray away from the traditional day 
of observ ance. 
Indu stries seem to be div ided, 
most apparently will close on the 
30th. bu t some will close on Monday . 


This sets u p a strange possibility . 
Mother and father may work at 
different locations and one may be 
off on Monday and the other on 
Thu rsday . 
Another possible twist is working 
parents might be employ ed by or­ 
ganizations which observ e Monday 
and if so, they will be off while the 
kids go to school and the children 
will be home on Thu rsday while ma 
and pa are at work. 


Commercially speaking, Monday 
is not su ch a good day , and while 
Thu rsday is not the best of the week, 
it is at the beginning of the weekend 
and so most retailers wou ld proba­ 
bly choose Monday , if giv en 
a 
choice. 
Many indu strial plants rather 
traditionally giv e the Friday follow­ 
ing a Thu rsday holiday , thu s making 
a fou r-day weekend. 


This is a boon to employ es, if it 
doesn’t cost them too mu ch in lost 
wages, and helps managements by 
giv ing a space of time for m ainte­ 
nance or ty pes of work which can 
best be done when the factory is 
closed 
The tru th of the m atter is Monday 
or Thu rsday each has something for 
somebody so one cannot say which is 
better, Monday or Thu rsday . 
The plea we make, which is not a 
traditionalist one. is for gov ernment 
to get together and pu t ou r holiday 
back together again, so we can ail 
celebrate as we will and on the same 
day .

How fares the “establishment” ? 
Su rprisingly , considering the re­ 
centness of the Vietnam war, the 
pu blic’s highest rating of the na­ 
tion's major institu tions is giv en to 
the military . Close behind are col- 
leges-u niv ersities and religiou s or­ 
ganizations. 
At the bottom of the scale, in de­ 
scending order, are labor u nions, the 
federal gov ernment and the Presi­ 
dent. 
Between these ex tremes, again in 
descending order, are: Small bu si­ 
nesses, pu blic schools, news media, 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt, large corpora­ 
tions, U.S. Congress, state gov ern­ 
ments, the ju dicial sy stem and local 
gov ernments. 
These rankings are among the 
early resu lts of a su rv ey condu cted 
late last y ear by the Univ ersity of 
Michigan’s Institu te for Social Re­ 
search A representativ e sample of 
1.444 Americans was asked how 
good a job each of 15 major institu ­ 
tions was doing for the cou ntry . Peo­ 
ple were a^ o asked their opinions 


abou t the honesty and morality of 
the leadership of 10 of the 15. 
Labor u nion officials were giv en 
the poorest appraisal of any of the 10 
institu tions whose leadership was 
ev alu ated They were followed by 
gov ernment officials and leaders of 
large corporations. 
The U S Su preme Cou rt was ra t­ 
ed as the institu tion with the highest 
integrity . Leaders of small bu siness 
and military officials were also 
v iewed as hv aing high standards of 
honesty and morality . 
Despite nu merou s charges of 
wrongdoing that hav e been made 
against big bu siness, and low m arks 
for leadership, the large corpora­ 
tions are still rated qu ite positiv ely 
by the pu blic. Six ty per cent of the 
people qu estioned asid that the good 
things big bu siness do ou tweigh the 
bad, while only 17 per cent offered 
the opposite opinion. 
This was a falling off from a simi­ 
lar ISR su rv ey in 19 50, howev er, 
when 76 per cent of the pu blic felt 
that the positiv e aspects of big bu si­ 
ness ou tweighed the bad and only 10 
per cent thou ght otherwise.

o f Last-in-First-Ou t v alu ation of in­ 
v entory for tax pu rposes. Firms 
choosing this option may be largely 
free from tax on fictitiou s inv entory

nu mber of companies continu e to 
u se the First-m-First-Ou t method In 
a period of inflation it su bjects earn­ 
ings that are phantom to v ery real 
tax es. 
Why do companies pay more tax 
than is necessary 0 One reason may 
be gov ernment’s failu re to assist. 
Gov ernment as agent for the general 
pu blic, shou ld make a more deter­ 
mined and forward-looking effort to 
eliminate av oidable harm to bu si­ 
ness One means of redu cing the ad­ 
v erse effects of gov ernment on the 
produ ctiv e sy stem wou ld be to keep 
phantom inv entory “ profits” ou t of 
the tax net which may take 50 per 
cent or so of the phony “earnings.” 
Ju st what ou ght to be attempted? 
Most 
v ital 
for most 
Americans 
wou ld be preserv ation of the eco­ 
nomic base, as against erosion be­ 
cau se of inadequ ate real deprecia­ 
tion. Bu t most likely to get wide 
pu blicity wou ld be improv ing equ ity 
among tax pay ers. As a goal to be 
highly prized, “equ ity ” requ ired 
definition and specification Debates 
are to be ex pected 
Which 
tax 
changes within the limits of what is 
practical (attainable) in a complex 
society wou ld do most 
to help 
achiev e desired goals? For ex am ­ 
ple, what methods wou ld best adju st 
capital losses and gains, or machin­ 
ery price changes, for inflation? 
Wou dl 
au tom atic increases 
in 
bracket widths to offset inflation u n­ 
du ly complicate with hold tables and 
compu tation? 
The featu res at fau lt ov ertax 
some persons. If their tax bills were 
redu ced, total rev enu e wou ld drop. 
Critics might argu e, correctly , that 
su ch action wou ld risk an inflation- 
spu rring addition to the Federal def­ 
icit. The latter wou ld be u nattrac­ 
tiv e So wou ld tax increases else­ 
where as offsets to rev enu e losses. 
There remains another possibility — 
to slow the increase of Federal 
spending 
With ou r present tax sy stem, the 
process of inflation will au tomati­ 
cally enlarge the size of gov ern­ 
ment. Progressiv e rates, inadequ ate 
depreciation, 
inv entory 
“ profits” 
tax ed as earnings, illu sory capital 
gains tax ed as income (while losses 
are incompzetely dedu cted), com­ 
bine to enlarge rev enu es faster than 
tru e earnings. 
With rate of inflation like those of 
recent y ears, the growth of gov ern­ 
ment from this aspect of inflation 
alone wou ld probably be less than 
one per cent of disposable income in 
any one y ear Not mu ch, perhaps, in 
one or ev en two y ears. Bu t the cu ­ 
mu lativ e effect in, say , fiv e y ears 
cou ld mark more than a slight 
change in society . 'The size of gov ­ 
ernment increases withou t any ref­ 
erence to v oters, withou t a reasoned 
tonelu sion that the qu ality of per­

Dr. Nevil Butler, 
Professor of Child Health at the 
University of Bristol in Eng­ 
land, did a 14-y ear study . It was 
the most m assive experiment 
of its kind, involving 17,400 
births. 
Even the women who smoked 
only two or three cigarets a day 
gave birth to a higher percent­ 
age of defective babies. The 
most startling figures were a 30 
per cent increase in newborn 
deaths and the doubled risk of 
congenital heart disease. 
If those facts aren’t enough to 
make a pregnant woman throw 
away those filthy weeds she’s 
got rocks in her head. 
D ea r Ann L anders: I agree 
with almost every word y ou 
write. Now, will y ou give me a 
hand, please? It’s important. 
Every hour 3,500 cats and dogs 
are born in the U S. Many hu­ 
mane societies kill about 3,500 
anim als a month.

This 
is evidently lime, and vinegar 
should do the trick. BUT it 
must be soaked with the vine­ 
gar for several hours. Some­ 
times it takes 
12-14 hours, 
depending on how heavy the 
deposit is. Cover with a cloth or 
paper towels and keep wet with 
the vinegar and when the lime 
loosens it can be rubbed off. 
The surface can then be washed 
or scoured as desired. Wiping 
with vinegar and rinsing ever 
so often should prevent any 
future lime build-up. — AUNT

SLA vi cti ms: Profi l es of protesters

SAN FRANCISCO ( AP) - A 
black prison escapee and f ive 
young 
whit e 
radicals 
lived 
brief ly wit h guns, lef t ist rhet or­ 
ic and dreams of revolut ionary 
vict ory. 
But as their charred, dis­ 
figured bodies were dug from 
the ruins of a Symbionese Lib­ 
eration Army hideout during 
the weekend, the words from 
one of their threatening com­ 
muniques rang hollowly proph­ 
etic: 
“ There are two things to re­ 
member about revolution. We 
are going to get our asses kick­ 
ed, and we are going to win.” 
Behind the words and ex­ 
ploits of the SLA and its leader, 
Donald David DeFreeze, were 
five people whose backgrounds

deaths in a blazing Ix>s Angeles 
bungalow: 
Nancy Ling Perry, 26, former 
high school cheerleader and 
supporter of Barry Goldwater 
for president in 1964; 
Angela Atwood, 25, a onetime 
student teacher in Indianapolis; 
William “ W illie” Wolfe, 23, a 
gifted young man who in high 
school was a National Merit 
Scholarship finalist; 
Patricia Monique Soltysik, 24, 
who was a high school honor 
student; 
Camilla "Candy” Hall, 29, 
Minnesota-born daughter of a 
I^itheran minister and a for­ 
mer social worker. 
Their paths began to cross at 
the California Medical Facility 
at Vacaville, where some of 
them tutored a prison support 
group called the Black Cultural 
Association. 
Imprisoned there was DeF 
reeze—the acknowledged head 
of the SLA and the man who 
called himself Cinque, after the 
leader of a slave rebellion 
Here is some of what is known 
of them: 
D e F RE E Z E 
The eldest son of a middle- 
class black couple from Cleve­ 
land, DeFreeze dropped out of 
school at 14. went to reform

reeze later wrote to a judge. " I 
didn’t love anyone nor did any­ 
one love me.” He subsequently 
married a Newark, N .J., moth­ 
er of three. 
" I worked two jobs and was 
a thief in between,” he wrote. 
“ She had all that she wanted, 
TVs in every room. Her home 
looks better than a movie star’s 
and still she wanted m ore." 
Distraught over a legal sepa 
ration, he diverted himself with 
guns and firecrackers. He was 
arrested in California and New 
Jersey on weapons charges but 
evaded jaR.

S P RIN G F IE L D — Director of Agriculture Robert J. 
“ Pud” Williams has warned fertilizer dealers or whole­ 
salers who might be tempted by the current fertilizer 
shortage and resultant high prices to give less product 
than they guaranteed “ could find themselves in trouble.” 
The director said “ The department is quite ready to 
prosecut anyone we find who may be cheating farmers by 
giving short measures of the chemicals ordered.” 
The Department of Agriculture is charged with the 
enforcement of the Illinois Fertilizer Act. Under the law 
fertilizer content, usually expressed in pounds per hun­ 
dred, of nitrogen, phosphate and^ otash, is a condition of 
sale in Illinois. The proportions of chemicals in fertilizer 
mixtures are checked by the department through chemi­ 
cal analysis to determine if the product sold is what is 
labeled. 
Williams said that inspectors will now be spending 
more time taking samples and checking them against 
standards. 
“ I think there may have been a few dealers who 
thought they could get away with ‘cutting’ chemicals in 
the past when we had fewer staff who could make the ex­ 
aminations. That is not the case now,” he said.

D E A R DR L A M B — Please 
give me some information on 
the intestinal bypass operation 
that is supposed to get you down 
to your ideal weight. I am 27 
and weigh 310 pounds. I have 
been heavy all my life. Diets 
don’t work I have been having 
trouble with my blood pressure, 
and a recent glucose tolerance 
test was a little high Am I a 
candidate for a bypass opera­ 
tion? 
D EA R RE A D E R— The oper­ 
ation that you refer to makes a 
new opening in the small intes­ 
tine a short distance from the 
stomach and connects this 
opening to the large intestine 
(colon). 
In this way many, 
many feet of the small intestine 
are bypassed. Food can 
be 
shunted directly through a 
short distance of the small in­ 
testine to the large intestine. 
All of the important food ab­ 
sorption occurs from the small 
intestine, and, incidentally, 
most of that occurs in the very 
first part of it. The purpose of 
the bypass operation is to pre­ 
vent you from absorbing as 
much of your food as you ordin­ 
arily would. The undigested 
food then is dumped into the 
colon. No absorption of food or 
digestion occurs here. So, much 
of the food you eat then is 
passed 
through 
the 
system 
without ever being absorbed 
and used for nutrition. 
It’s true that you can lose a 
lot of weight with one of these 
types of operations. 
Recent 
studies have shown, however, 
that it can lead to some rela­ 
tively severe changes. It can 
affect the liver and cause per­ 
manent liver damage. It’s often 
not so easy to return to a nor­ 
mal digestive process by at­ 
tempting to put things back the 
way they were, either. In gen­ 
eral, there have been enough 
instances of serious complica­ 
tions following this type of pro­ 
cedure that I personally cannot 
recommend it to anyone. The 
last thing you need is a perma­ 
nently damaged liver. 
What you do need is a regu­ 
lar, consistent program that 
puts you on a good, balanced di­ 
et furnishing all the nutritional 
elements youneed 
You must 


Ju mb le 


learn enough about nutrition to 
understand what this is. Then 
you must follow such a pro­ 
gram every day, not as just a 
short-term diet program and 
then return to your previous 
habits. 
You may need to reorganize 
your life style in a way to avoid 
food and certain habit patterns 
that trigger eating. Many peo­ 
ple have conditioned responses 
which cause them to eat when 
they really don’t need the calor­ 
ies at all. It’s true that being 
overweight can contribute to 
problems of high blood pressure 
and diabetes. It is important 
that you get on a good program 
and stay with it. But, I think you 
ought to forget about the bypass 
operation. 
A person with a weight prob­ 
lem as severe as yours really 
needs a 
three-pronged ap ­ 
proach to the problem. A good 
healthy diet needs to become 
part of your life. You should 
have some type of suitable ex­ 
ercise program, even if that is 
just walking to start with. 
And, because you have so 
much trouble staying on a diet 
you probably need some psy­ 
chiatric help. A person’s moti­ 
vations for eating are a big fac­ 
tor in the habit of overeating. 
You could use the support. It is 
worth it because you are alrea- ' 
dy having medical problems 
that cannot be properly treated 
without controlling your weight 
problem.

On May 26, with the 58th run­ 
ning of the Indianapolis 500- 
mile race, the greying physi­ 
cian will command 125 doctors, 
125 nurses and 30 to 40 other 
medical technologists.

... Plus, Dr. Hanna quickly 
adds, the 33 drivers who will be 
behind some of the most dan­ 
gerous machinery in the world 
“ The work of our medical de­ 
partment is frequently painful 
or tragic,” Dr. Hanna said. 
“Some of the finest young men 
I have ever known have passed 
through here and, unfortunate­ 
ly, never came back. 
“ But that’s the nature of the 
business we’re in. There are 
sad day’s in any doctor’s life, 
but here at the Speedway some 
unusual and amusing incidents 
brighten our day.” 
Dr Hanna said the medical 
practice at the track on the 
days when the 2 '- mile oval is 
open, runs the full gamut of an 
average doctor's life. 
“ We have treated people for 
chipmunk, squirrel, dog and 
monkey bites, for cut feet, for 
heart attacks, for heat prostra­ 
tion, for colds, flu. for over­ 
doses of drugs and liquor.” 
“ One day when we had a big 
crowd, some of our nurses no­ 
ticed two young women passing 
not too far from the hospital. 
Each had a small child by the 
hand and 
another 
in 
their 
arms And each was pushing a 
baby carriage. It was an ex­ 
tremely hot day 
“ Our group decided to invite 
them into the compound for 
some rest and care for the chil­ 
dren. You know what we found 
in the baby carriages? Iced 
cold beer!” 
Dr. Hanna wandered off mut­ 
tering, “ It can only happen at 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway.”
